We, Wittiam Fox and Witt1am Henry Fox, of Compton St., in the 
County of Middlesex, Engineers, do hereby declare the nature of the said 
Invention for “ ImpRovemErts In Furnaces to Factuirate THE ComBusTion oF 
Smoxe ” to be as follows :— 

This Invention consists of one or more moveable valves or dampers, working 
in frames in the interior of a furnace, and so constructed as to open and shut 
during the process of firing. This valve, damper, or regulator of the draught 
of air is to be kept closed until combustion has properly commenced, when it 
is to be opened, and the fuel having become incandescent, little or no smoke 
will be evolved. We reserve the right to vary details, the foregoing being 
only a statement of the principle of our Invention.
